Royal Baccarat. 
By Cable and Associated Press. ] 

Lonpon, June 2.—The second day 
of the Baccarat trial begun this morn- 
ing with a repetion of the scenes of 
yestorday. 

Long before eleven o’clock, the hour 
fixed for opening court, all seats were 
filled, and many of those present 
brought their lunches so they would 
not be compelled to lose any part of 
the proceedings by being out to eat. 
The plaintiff, Sir William] Gordon 
Cumming, resumed the witness stand 
and pressed by cross-examination 
questions of Russell, the plaintiff said 
he took the present legal proceedings 
because the Baccarat scandal became 
a public maiter of conve: ation and 
cumment, and bccause it reached 
clubs to which he belonged, tarf clubs 
and the Marlborough Club among 
others, and had he not tuken action 
in the matter, his clubs would cer- 
tainly have done so. Sir Charles then 
read two let‘ers from Genere' Will- 
iams. They were addressed to ‘‘Dear 
Bill” and referred to complications 
made by plaintiff’s pledge of secrecy 
given when he sign~d the document 
agreeing mever-to play cards again, . 
had been broken. Jn reply to de‘end- 
ants’ counsel’s questions, Sir William 
said he applied to Col. Stracev of 
Scotts Guards, in Jan. last, for per- 
mission to retire from thearmy on 
half pay. He added, Col. Stracey re- 
plied, the fact he, the plaintiff, had 
signed a document of a nature of the 
one already described could not be 
overicoked. A leiter from General 
Williams to Cumming was then read 
and piaced in evidence. It was ad- 
dressed ‘‘My Tear Bill’? and its con- 
tents were that nothing was left to 
him (plaintiff) but to place himself 
unreservedly in the he ids of his com- 
manding officer, Col. Stracey, as he 
had done. The letter also contained 
the following: ‘‘ You are quit» at lib- 
erty to tell Col. Stracey that you 
signed the document onder extreme 
pressure and promise of secresy.”’ 

Witness here seid: “I have never 
for a moment ceased to deny the uc- 
cusation made against me.’’ Later 
on Sir William denicd be said to Ber- 
keley Levett, ‘‘Could you not say that 
you were mistuken.’’ A sensation 
was created at this point by Sir 
Charles Ruvsell, who, after hearing 
this last denial from plaintiff, re- 
marked gravely, fixing his eyes stead- 
ily upon the Baronet in the witness 
box: “Col. Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming, you will have to be careful. ’ 
A low mur.nvrr of comment passed 
over the 7 opie in court as Sir Charles 
Russell uttered these words. Plaintiff 
evidently noticed the effect they had, 
for almbst immediately afterward, his 
manner ‘seemed to lose some of its 
jauuty carelessness and he acknow!l- 
edged that he had said “something of 
that .ort”’ to Berkeley Leyett. This 
caused _enother sensation and it 
seemed to be admitted. Counsel for 
defendants scored his first real de- 
cided advantage. 


The Prince of Wales was called to 
the .witmess box. The Prirce gave 
his testimony in a clear voice and with 
unruffied brow. In substance, the 
Prince said: ‘I have known plaintiff 
for twenty years and have been his 
friend for the past ten years, He vis- 
ited my house ceVeral times. Our in- 
timacy continued unimpaired until 
last Septem! »r I observed nothing 
suspicious\in plaintiff's plea at T.anby 
Croft, I was first informed of the re- 

ports current in regard to Sir William 

y Lord Coventry.”’ 

Continuing the Prince said the sad 
event of the charges brought against 
Sir William broke up at the party at 
Tranby Croft. He, the Prince, sealed 
the document up, put it in his packet 
and sent it to his secretary, who was 
not aware of the nature of its con- 
tents; the latter, said the Prince, re- 
mained in a safe place until sent for

vinced of plaintiff’s guilt. When the 
murmurs of astonishment which 
greeted the jaror’s questions and the 
Prince’s answers had subsided, Sir Ed- 
ward Clark, seeing he must. do every- 
thing possible to regain the ¢.ound 
which seemed to have ben lost by 
the plaintiff in the estimation of the 
jurymen, said, addressing the prince:

Tue Pennsylvania railroad system 
employs 7,671 engineers. 

Tue longest single line of railroad in 
the world is the new trans-Caucasian 
built by Russia.
